Not to be outdone, 
a group of African-American Sunday School 
Superintendents of various denominations 
convened and eventually formed the 
Monongahela Valley Sunday School 
Association, a non-profit corporation on 
November 13, 1945. The Association 
gathered together their funds and purchased 
one hundred acres of land in Delmont, 
Pennsylvania; and

grew and developed until there was a thirty- 
eight passenger merry-go-round, sixteen 
passenger roller coaster, swimming pool,

WHEREAS, with gradual remission 
of Jim-Crow Laws and lifting of certain 
restrictions, the popularity of Fairview Park 
began to diminish in face of the competition 
of the prevailing amusement parks.

WHEREAS, the Planning 
Commission of the City of Pittsburgh has 
made certain findings with regard to the 
conditional use application for the proposed 
garden apartments for student housing 
located at 265 Oakland Ave., 260 South 
Bouquet St., and 300 South Bouquet St. 
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WHEREAS, the Planning 
Commission of the City of Pittsburgh has 
recommended approval of this application 
for Conditional Use; 


WHEREAS, City Council has 
reviewed the record of the Planning 
Commission and herewith adopts the 
findings and recommendation of the 
Planning Commission. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED by the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh as follows: 


SECTION 1. Upon a review of the 

record as provided by the Planning 
Commission of the City of Pittsburgh, it is 
herewith affirmed that the proposed garden 
apartments for student housing located at 
265 Oakland Ave., 260 South Bouquet St., 
and 300 South Bouquet Street have properly 
met the Standards as provided in the 
Pittsburgh Code Section 993.01(a)(D) and 
none of the following findings was made:

a. That the establishment, maintenance, 
location and operation of the proposed 
student housing buildings and access areas 
will not be detrimental to or will endanger 
the public health, safety, comfort or general 
welfare. The proposed use is reasonable in 
size and location. 


b. The proposed student housing 
buildings and access areas form a 
compatible and harmonious relationship 
with other surrounding buildings and afford 


reasonable protection to immediately 
adjacent properties. 
c The proposed student housing 


buildings and access areas will not impede 
on the improvement of the surrounding 
property and the use is permitted as a 
Conditional Use exception in the R4 district. 


d. The proposed student housing 
buildings and access areas in the Conditional 
Use will utilize existing access points and 
utilities. 

e. The proposed student housing 


buildings and access areas will be primarily 
accessed from an existing street. No 
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negative impacts from the development are 
anticipated. 


f. The proposed student housing 
buildings and access areas will conform to 
standards of the existing R4 district, and is 
allowable under City Code as a Conditional 
Use along with certain height and setback 
variances issued by the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment under Zone Cases 224, 225 and 
226 of 1998. 


SECTION 3. Under the provisions 
of Section 993.01{a)A(9) of the Pittsburgh 
Code, approval is hereby granted to the 
University of Pittsburgh for authorization to 
construct three four-story garden-type 
apartment buildings each with sixteen four- 
bedroom units for a total of 192 beds, 
located at 265 Oakland Ave., 260 South 
Bouquet St., and 300 South Bouquet St., on 
property zoned “Ra” Multiple-Family 
Residence District, 4° Ward, City of 
Pittsburgh, in accordance with Conditional 
Use Application No. 679, and 
accompanying drawings filed by R3A 
Architects and dated June 24, 1998, which 
are on file in the Office of the Zoning 
Administrator, Department of City Planning, 
and which are incorporated herein by 
teference thereto, and subject to the 
following conditions: 


1 That all conditions established herein 
supercede the conditions for approval of the 
University of Pittsburgh Master Plan, which 
was adopted on April 18, 1995 by the City 
Planning Commission.

2. That the University of Pittsburgh 
submits a Revised Master Plan to the City 
Planning Commission within 120 days.

3. That the Revised Master Plan must 
undergo a complete public information and 
participation process before submission to 
the City Planning Commission for review 
and approval; 


4, That the University establishes a 
regular procedure for conveying and 
receiving information from the public and 
local organizations for all projects requiring 
a Conditional Use. This procedure must be 
a part of the Revised Master Plan and will 
direct all future projects called for in the 
Revised Master Plan; 


5. That the University, City and 
Oakland neighborhoods will continue to put 
policies and actions in place to address 
traffic concerns; 


6. That, in coordination with the 
adoption of the new Urban Zoning Code, the 
University define a series of boundaries for 
residential “‘sanctuaries” in which the 
University shall participate in and undertake 
residential development only; 


7. That the University continues to 
work with the Department of City Planning 
and the community towards continued 
evolution and implementation of the bulk 
and massing diagrams and impact criteria 
within identified campus zones; 


8. That the University includes in its 
Revised Master Plan calls for the 
development of DeSoto Street as a 
pedestrian-oriented connection from Fifth 
Avenue to the athletic campus.

1994, Series A of 1995, and Series A of 
1997 (as further identified on Exhibit E 
hereto, the “Prior Bonds”); (b) the advance 
refunding of a portion of the City’s General 
Obligation Bonds, Taxable Series B of 1996 
(as further identified on Exhibit E hereto, the 
“Taxable Prior Bonds”); and (c) providing 
funds for the costs and expenses of 
preparing, issuing and marketing the Bonds 
(collectively, the "Project"); and 
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WHEREAS, the City deems it in the 
best financial interest of the City to finance 
the Project through the incurrence of 
nonelectoral debt in accordance with the 
terms of this Resolution and the Local 
Govemment Unit Debt Act, as codified by 
the Act of December 19, 1996, P.L. 1158, 
No. 177, 53 Pa. C.S. §8001 et seq. (the 
"Debt Act"), by issuing a composite series 
of general obligation bonds, to be known as 
"City of Pittsburgh, General Obligation 
Refunding Bonds, Series D-__ of 1998” (the 
“1998D Bonds”) in order to advance refund 
all or a portion of the Prior Bonds and by 
issuing a series of general obligation bonds, 
to be known as “City of Pittsburgh, General 
Obligation Refunding Bonds, Taxable Series 
E of 1998” (the “1998E Bonds”) in order to 
advance refund a portion of the Taxable 
Prior Bonds (the 1998D Bonds and 1998E 
Bonds shall collectively be known as the 
“Bonds”); and 


WHEREAS, the 1998D Bonds are to 
be issued as one or more separate series 
within the composite series of “Series D” 
Bonds, numbered ordinarily, as “D-1, D-2, 
etc.”, as noted in Exhibit A-2 hereto; 


WHEREAS, proposals for purchase 
of the Bonds have been solicited, have been 
duly opened, read and considered and one 
or more acceptable proposals dated 
September 22, 1998 have been received 
(collectively, the "“Proposal") from the 
investment banking firms identified in 
Exhibit A-1 hereto (collectively, the 
“Purchaser"); and 


WHEREAS, the City desires 
to accept the Proposal of the Purchaser to 
purchase the Bonds, to authorize issuance of 
nonelectoral debt and to take appropriate 
action and to authorize proper things in

of the Debt Act. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE AND IT 
HEREBY IS RESOLVED, by the City 
Council of the City as follows: 














SECTION 1. Project. The City 
hereby approves and undertakes as a project 
the Project. The description of the Project 
contained in the Recitals to this Resolution 
is hereby incorporated into this Section by 
reference as if set out at length. Nothing 
contained herein prohibits the City Council, 
upon proper adoption of a resolution and 
compliance with all provisions of law, from 
amending, adding to, subtracting from 
substituting for or otherwise altering the 
Project. 


SECTION 2. Refunding. The City 
hereby determines that the advance 
refunding of the Prior Bonds and the 
Taxable Prior Bonds is in accord with the 
purposes set forth in Section 8241 of the 
Debt Act as it results in the reduction of 
total debt service over the life of the Prior 
Bonds and the Taxable Prior Bonds. 


SECTION 3. Private Sale upon 
Invitation. The City Council expresses its 
finding that it is in the best financial 
interests of the City to sell the Bonds at a 
private sale upon invitation. 


SECTION 4. Acceptance of 
Proposal. The City shall and does accept the 
Proposal to purchase the Bonds as contained 
in the proposal presented by the Purchaser to 
the City and the Bonds shall be and are 
awarded to the Purchaser at a private sale 
upon invitation, in accordance with terms 
and conditions of the Proposal, attached 
hereto as Exhibit A-1, and incorporated 
herein by reference as if set out here at 
length. The proper officers and officials of 
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the City are hereby authorized and directed 
to execute and deliver an acceptance of the 
Proposal to the Underwriter. One 
counterpart of the Proposal shall be filed 
with the records of the City. 


The aggregate price bid for the 
1998D Bonds was $132,662,149.20, plus 
accrued interest. 


The aggregate price bid for the 
1998E Bonds was $18,331,643.75, plus 
accrued interest. 


The maturities, interest rates and 
yields are as set forth on Exhibit A-2 hereto 
and incorporated herein by reference as if 
set out herein at length. 


SECTION 5. Incurrence of 
Indebtedness. Nonelectoral debt of the City 
shall be, and it hereby is, incurred in the 
amount of One Hundred Forty-seven 
Million, Eight Hundred Forty-five Thousand 
Dollars ($147,845,000), being the principal 
amount of the Bonds, consisting of One 
Hundred Twenty-nine Million, Four 
Hundred Ninety Thousand Dollars 
($129,490,000) for the 1998D Bonds and 
Eighteen Million, Three Hundred Fifty-five 
Thousand Dollars ($18,355,000) for the 
1998E Bonds for the purpose of providing 
funds to pay the cost of the Project. The 
maturity dates and amounts and interest 
rates shall be as set forth on Exhibit A-2 
attached hereto which is incorporated herein. 


SECTION 6. Appointment of 
Paying Agent, Registrar and Sinking Fund 
Depository. Chase Manhattan Trust 
Company, National Association, Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, is hereby appointed Paying 
Agent (“Paying Agent”) and Registrar 
(‘Registrar’) for the Bonds and Sinking 
Fund Depository (“Sinking Fund 
Depository”) for the 1998D and 1998E

Sinking Funds created hereby. The 
authorized officers of the City are hereby 
authorized and directed to contract with such 
entity for its services as Sinking Fund 
Depository, Paying Agent, and Registrar, 
respectively, at such initial and annual 
charges as shall be appropriate and 
reasonable for such services. The City may, 
by Resolution, from time to time appoint a 
successor Paying Agent, Sinking Fund 
Depository or Registrar to fill a vacancy or 
for any other reason. 


SECTION 7. Terms of Bonds. The 
Bonds shall be issued in the form of fully 
registered Bonds without coupons, in 
denominations of $5,000, or any whole 
multiple thereof. The Registrar for the 
Bonds shall register such Bonds, in the 
manner hereinafter set forth. 


Each Bond will be initially dated as 
of October 15, 1998 (the “Dated Date”) and 
thereafter each Bond will be dated as of the 
date of its authentication and will bear 
interest (computed on the basis of a 360 day 
year comprised of twelve months of 30 
days) from the March 1 or September 1, as 
the case may be, next preceding the date of 
such Bond to which interest has been paid, 
unless the date of such Bond is a date to 
which interest has been so paid, in which 
case from the date of such Bond, or if the 
date of such Bond is prior to March 1, 1999, 
in which case from the Dated Date, 
However, if the City fails to pay the interest 
due on any interest payment date, then any 
such Bond shall bear interest from the 
March 1 or September 1, as the case may be, 
next preceding the date of such Bond, to 
which interest has been paid, or if no interest 
has been paid, fromthe Dated Date. Interest 
shall be payable semiannually onMarch I 
and September 1 of each year beginning 
March 1, 1999 (each an “Interest Payment 
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Date"), until the principal sum thereof is 
paid. 


The person in whose name any Bond 
is registered at the close of business on any 
Regular Record Date (as defined below) 
with respect to any interest payment date 
will be entitled to receive the interest 
payable on such Interest Payment Date 
notwithstanding the cancellation of such 
Bond upon any transfer or exchange thereof 
subsequent to such Regular Record Date and 
prior to such Interest Payment Date, except, 
if and to the extent that the City fails to pay 
the interest due on such Interest Payment 
Date, such defaulted interest will be paid to 
the persons in whose names outstanding 
Bonds are registered at the close of business 
on a date ("Special Record Date") 
established by the Paying Agent, hereinafter 
defined. The Paying Agent shall give notice 
of such Special Record Date to all owners of 
Bonds not less than ten (10) days prior to 
such date. The term "Regular Record Date" 
with respect to any interest payment date 
means with respect to the Bonds the 
February 15 or August 15 immediately 
preceding such Interest Payment Date, 
whether or not a business day. 


The Bonds may be transferred or 
exchanged only on the bond register (the 
"Bond Register") of the City maintained at 
the designated corporate trust office of 
Chase Manhattan Trust Company, National 
Association, or its duly appointed successor 
(the "Registrar", "Paying Agent" and 
“Sinking Fund Depository"). No transfer or 
exchange of any Bond will be valid unless 
made at such office and registered on the 
Bond Register. 


Every Bond presented or surrendered 
for registration of transfer or exchange must 
be duly endorsed, or be accompanied by a 
written instrument of transfer in form and

with guaranty of signature satisfactory to the 
City and the Paying Agent, duly executed by 
the registered owner thereof or his duly 
authorized agent or legal representative. No 
service charge shall be made for any transfer 
or exchange of any Bond, but the City may 
require payment of a sum sufficient to cover 
any tax or other governmental charge that 
may be imposed in connection with any 
transfer or exchange of Bonds. The City 
shall not be required to: (a) issue, or to 
register the transfer or exchange of, any 
Bond during the period beginning at the 
opening of business on a Regular Record 
Date and ending on the close of business on 
the succeeding Interest Payment Date; 
fifteen (15) business days before any date of 
selection of Bonds to be redeemed; or (b) 
register the transfer or exchange of any 
Bond selected, being called, or called for 
redemption. 


Any portion of a Bond of a 
denomination larger than $5,000 may be 
redeemed, but only in the principal amount 
of $5,000 or any integral multiple thereof. 
Prior to selecting Bonds for redemption, the 
Paying Agent will assign numbers to each 
$5,000 portion of any Bond of a 
denomination larger than $5,000 and will 
treat each portion as a separate Bond in the 
denomination of $5,000 for purposes of 
selection for redemption. Upon surrender of 
any Bond for redemption of a portion 
thereof, the Paying Agent will authenticate 
and deliver to the registered owner a new 
Bond or Bonds of authorized denominations 
in an aggregate principal amount equal to 
the unredeemed portion of the Bond 
surrendered.

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Bond shali be registered upon the books of 
the City as the absolute owner of such Bond, 
whether such Bond shall be overdue or not, 
for the purpose of receiving payment of, or 
on account of, the principal and redemption 
price, if any, of such Bond and for all other 
purposes and all such payments so made to 
any such registered owner or upon his order 
shall be valid and effectual to satisfy and 
discharge the liability upon such Bond to the 
extent of the sum or sums so paid, and 
neither the City nor Paying Agent shall be 
affected by any notice to the contrary. 


SECTION 8. Payment of Bonds. 
The principal of and premium, if any, on the 
Bonds shall be payable at the principal 
corporate trust office of the Paying Agent or 
of any successor paying agent appointed by 
the City, provided that interest will be paid 
by check mailed to the registered owners of 
the Bonds as of the appropriate Record Date, 
unless written request is made by such 
owner of not less than $1,000,000 aggregate 
amount of Bonds for payment by wire 
transfer of immediately available funds. 


All the Bonds issued hereunder shall 
be negotiable as provided in the Act, subject 
to the provisions for registration and transfer 
contained herein and in the Bonds. 


If an Interest Payment Date or a 
maturity date occurs on a day which is not a 
business day, the interest, principal or 
premium coming due on such Interest 
Payment Date or date of maturity shall be 
payable on the next succeeding business day 
without any additional accrual of interest.

above the sum so required shall remain in 
the Series of 1998 Bonds Sinking Fund, to 
be applied to the reduction of future required 
deposits. The Series of 1998 Bonds Sinking 
Fund shall be kept as a separate account at 
the principal corporate trust office of the 
Sinking Fund Depository. The Sinking 
Fund Depository, without further 
authorization other than as herein contained, 
shall pay from the moneys in the Series of 
1998 Bonds Sinking Fund, the interest on 
the Bonds as and when due to the Registered 
Owners as of the appropriate Record Date 
and principal of the Bonds, as and when the 
same shall become due, to the Registered 
Owners thereof. 


(d) —_ Notwithstanding the 
foregoing, in the case of optional 
redemption of any or all of the Bonds as 
permitted by Section 10 hereof, the 
Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to deposit from time to time before the 
appropriate optional redemption date funds 
which shall be sufficient when they, either 
alone or together with the interest to be 
eamed thereon, if any, will equal the 
principal of the Bonds so called for 
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redemption and the premium, if any, and the 
interest thereon to the date fixed for 
redemption. 


SECTION 16. Escrow Agreement 
and Appointment of Escrow Agent. The 
City, simultaneously with delivery of the 
Bonds to the Purchaser, shall enter into one 
or more Escrow Agreements with Chase 
Manhattan Trust Company, National 
Association, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, as 
escrow agent (the “Escrow Agent"), 
establishing funds (the “Escrow Funds") to 
be held in trust for the benefit of the owners 
of the Prior Bonds and the Taxable Prior 
Bonds identified in the Escrow Agreements, 
into which shall be deposited that portion of 
the proceeds of the Bonds necessary to 
effect the refunding of such Prior Bonds and 
Taxable Prior Bonds. It is the intent of the 
City that simultaneously with the delivery of 
the Bonds the nonelectoral debt evidenced 
by the Prior Bonds and Taxable Prior Bonds 
shall no longer be deemed to be outstanding 
for the purpose of determining the net debt 
of the City. 


The Escrow Agreements shall be of 
the form and with the content satisfactory to 
the City Solicitor and the officers of the City 
executing and delivering the same, the 
approval thereof to be conclusively 
evidenced by the execution thereof and 
appropriate to give effect to then known 
facts, figures and circumstances at the time 
of execution and delivery thereof. 


The proper officers of the City are 
authorized and directed to execute, to attest 
and to seal, as appropriate, and to deliver the 
Escrow Agreements, simultaneously with 
such delivery of the Bonds. 


SECTION 17. Payment and 
Redemption of the Prior Bonds and Taxable 
Prior Bonds. The City hereby irrevocably 
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calls for redemption the Prior Bonds and 
Taxable Prior Bonds pursuant to the terms 
of the Escrow Agreements and directs the 
paying agents for the Prior Bonds and 
Taxable Prior Bonds to timely send all 
required notices of redemption. The City 
covenants that the Bonds will not be 
delivered to the Purchaser unless and until 
the City, concurrent with such delivery, shall 
have taken or shall take, as appropriate, all 
action as shall be necessary and/or 
appropriate to implement provisions for the 
retirement of the Prior Bonds and Taxable 
Prior Bonds. The intent and purpose of the 
foregoing is to ensure that the City will take 
such action and will do such things, prior to 
or concurrent with delivery of the Bonds to 
the Purchaser, as shall be necessary and/or 
appropriate to implement and effectuate 
provisions for the aforesaid retirement of the 
Prior Bonds and Taxable Prior Bonds, so 
that simultaneously with delivery of the 
Bonds to the Purchaser, for all purposes of 
the Act, the Prior Bonds and Taxable Prior 
Bonds and the outstanding debt evidenced 
thereby no longer shall be considered to be 
outstanding and the City shall be deemed to 
have made appropriate provisions for the 
retirement of the outstanding debt which is 
evidenced by the Prior Bonds and Taxable 
Prior Bonds. 


SECTION 18. Purchase of Escrow 
Investments. The City hereby authorizes 
and directs the appropriate officers or 
officials of the City or Chase Manhattan 
Trust Company, National Association, in its 
capacity as Escrow Agent or sinking fund 
depository, on behalf of and as agent for the 
City, to subscribe for, purchase, or enter into 
those time deposits, certificates of deposit or 
other investment agreements issued by, or 
entered into with, a bank or bank and trust 
company as shall fulfill the requirements of 
Section 8250(b)(3) of the Debt Act, and as 
shall be specified in the Escrow Agreements

and in the closing receipt and other 
settlement sheets executed in connection 
with the delivery of the Bonds at closing, as 
necessary to effectuate the refunding of the 
Prior Bonds and Taxable Prior Bonds. Such 
officers or officials of the City are hereby 
authorized to make any certifications 
required in connection with the subscription 
for such time deposits, certificates of deposit 
or investments. Such obligations shall be 
held in the Escrow Fund as security for the 
Prior Bonds and Taxable Prior Bonds. The 
City hereby — appoints Investment 
Management Advisory Group, Inc. as its 
investment agreement broker to solicit bids 
from banks and investment agreement 
providers, if directed to do so by the 
Director of Finance. A broker’s fee will be 
paid to Investment Management Advisory 
Group, Inc. by the winning provider in an 
amount not to exceed the present value of 
0.05% per annum of the amount invested 
pursuant to the time deposit or investment 
agreement. 


SECTION 19. Paying Agent, 
Registrar, Sinking Fund Depository. The 
Mayor and the City Controller are hereby 
authorized and directed (1) to contract with 
Chase Manhattan Trust Company, National 
Association, of the City of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, for its services as Paying 
Agent and Registrar for the Bonds at such 
annual charges as shall be reasonable for 
such services, (2) to direct Chase Manhattan 
Trust Company, National Association to 
authenticate the Bonds, and (3) to contract 
with Chase Manhattan Trust Company, 
National Association for its services as 
Sinking Fund Depository in connection with 
the Sinking Funds created pursuant to 
Section 15 of this Resolution. 


The City may, by resolution, from 
time to time, appoint a successor Paying 
Agent, Sinking Fund Depository or 








Registrar to fill a vacancy or for any other 
reason. 


SECTION 20. Filing with 
Department of Community and Economic 
Development. It is declared that the net 
nonelectoral debt of the City to be incurred 
hereby, together with all presently existing 
net debt of the City, will not be in excess of 
the constitutional limitations as set forth in 
the Act. The Mayor, .City Controller, the 
Director of Finance, and the City Clerk, or 
any duly appointed successors or acting 
officers as the case may be are hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare, verify 
and file the necessary documentation 
required by the Debt Act and to submit the 
same, including the Debt Statement and 
Borrowing Base Certificate required by the 
Debt Act and the necessary filing fee, to the 
Department of Community and Economic 
Development, pursuant to and in conformity 
with the Debt Act, as promptly as 
practicable, and to do and perform all other 
acts proper and necessary in connection 
therewith. 


SECTION 21. Payment of 
Expenses. All costs and expenses incurred 
in connection with the issuance of the Bonds 
shall be paid out of the proceeds derived 
from the issuance of the Bonds deposited in 
theProject Fund and the proper officers and 
official are authorized to sign and deliver 
request for payment of such expenses as 
detailed in Exhibit D attached hereto. 


SECTION 22. Official Statement. 
The Preliminary Official Statement, dated 
September 15, 1998 (the “Preliminary 
Official Statement"), prepared with respect 
to the Bonds is hereby approved. The 
Controller and the Director of Finance are 
hereby authorized to execute and approve a 
Final Official Statement relating to the 
Bonds provided that the Final Official 
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Statement shall have been approved by the 
City's Solicitor. The distribution of the 
Preliminary Official Statement is hereby 
ratified and the Purchaser is hereby 
authorized to use the Preliminary Official 
Statement and the Final Official Statement 
in connection with the sale of the Bonds. 
The City hereby designates and certifies the 
Preliminary Official Statement as "deemed 
final" for the purposes of Rule 15c2-12(b) 
("Rule 15c2-12(b)") of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission under the Securities 
Exchange Act of 1934, as amended, and 
agrees to take such other appropriate action 
as shall be necessary to facilitate compliance 
by the Purchaser with Rule 15c2-12(b). 


SECTION 23. Tax Covenants. The 
City hereby covenants with the Registered 
Owners, from time to time, of the 1998D 
Bonds that no part of the proceeds of the 
1998D Bonds will be used, at any time, 
directly or indirectly, in a manner which, if 
such use had been reasonably expected on 
the date of issuance of the 1998D Bonds, 
would have caused the 1998D Bonds to be 
arbitrage bonds within the meaning of 
Section 148 of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986 ("Code") and the Regulations 
thereunder proposed or in effect at the time 
of such use and applicable to the 1998D 
Bonds, and that it will comply with the 
requirements of that section, and all other 
applicable sections of the Code and the 
Regulations, throughout the term of the 
1998D Bonds. 


If the gross proceeds of the 1998D 
Bonds are invested at a yield greater than the 
yield on the Bonds and are not expected to 
be expended within six months from the 
date of issuance, the City covenants that it 
will rebate to the U.S. Treasury, at the times 
and in the manner required by the Code, all 
investment income derived from investing 
the proceeds of the 1998D Bonds in an 
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amount which exceeds the amount which 
would have been derived from the 
investment of the proceeds of the 1998D 
Bonds at a yield not in excess of the yield on 
the 1998D Bonds. 


The City will file IRS Form 8038-G 
and any other forms or information required 
by the Code to be filed in order to permit the 
interest on the 1998D Bonds to be excluded 
from gross income tax for federal income 
tax purposes. 


SECTION 24. Advertising. The 
action of the officers of the City in 
advertising a summary of this Resolution, as 
required by law, is ratified and confirmed. 
The officers of the City or any of them, are 
authorized and directed to advertise a notice 
of adoption of this Resolution in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the City 
within fifteen (15) days after final adoption. 
The City Clerk is hereby directed to make a 
copy of this Resolution available for 
inspection by any citizen during normal 
office hours. 


SECTION 25.General Authorization. 
The proper officers of the City are hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare, execute 
and deliver all other certificates, documents 
and instruments and to take such other 
action as may be necessary or appropriate in 
order to effectuate the sale, issuance, 
execution and delivery of the Bonds. 


SECTION 26. Cost and Realistic 
Useful Lives. The cost of the Project is at 
least equal to the principal amount of the 
Bonds. 


There is hereby assigned to the 
refunding of the Prior Bonds and the Prior 
Taxable Bonds, Bonds in amounts and 
maturing on such dates not later than the 
expiration of the useful lives of the capital 
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assets or other projects underlying the Prior 
Bonds and Prior Taxable Bonds, and in such 
amounts as will be sufficient to refund such 
Prior Bonds. The useful lives of the projects 
underlying the Prior Bonds and the Prior 
Taxable Bonds expire no earlier than the 
final maturity date of the Bonds. 


The issuance of the Bonds will result 
in a reduction of total debt service over the 
life of the Prior Bonds and the Taxable Prior 
Bonds in accordance with the Debt Act. 
The comparison of debt service of the Bonds 
to the Prior Bonds and the Taxable Prior 
Bonds is set forth on Exhibit C-2 which is 
attached hereto and incorporated herein. 


SECTION 
Insurance. 


27. Purchase of 
The City hereby agrees to 
purchase and hereby accepts the 
commitment of Financial Guaranty 
Insurance Company (the "Insurer”) to issue 
a municipal bond insurance policy (the 
"Policy”) insuring the Bonds and directs that 
the appropriate premium be promptly paid at 
the settlement of the sale of the Bonds. A 
legend indicating the existence of such 
Policy shall be printed on the Bonds in the 
form required by the Insurer. In order to 
have accrued interest paid by the Purchaser 
excluded from the calculation of the 
premium, the City may cause the amount 
paid as accrued interest, to the extent 
Tequired by the Insurer, to be invested in 
direct obligations of the United States of 
America and maintained in the Series of 
1998 Bonds Sinking Fund until applied to 
the payment of interest on the Bonds. All 
terms and conditions required to be 
contained in this Resolution by the terms of 
the commitment are incorporated herein by 
reference with the same effect as if set out at 


length. 


SECTION 28. Disclosure Covenants. 
(a) In accordance with Rule 15c2-12 (the 


"Rule") promulgated under the Securities 


Exchange Act of 1934, as amended, the City 
hereby covenants, with and for the benefit of 
the holders and beneficial owners (which 
shall include any person or entity that has a 
pecuniary interest in any of the Bonds) from 
time to time of the Bonds, to provide each 
nationally recognized municipal securities 
information repository (within the meaning 
of the Rule) ("NRMSIR") and to the 
appropriate state information depository 
(within the meaning of the Rule) in 
Pennsylvania, if any ("SID"), on an annual 
basis, its annual General Purpose Financial 
Statements presented in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles 
(the "Financial Statements"), together with 
updates of the tabular information appearing 
in Appendix B to the Final Official 
Statement with respect to the Bonds (to the 
extent not included in the Financial 
Statements), commencing with the Financial 
Statements and tabular information for the 
fiscal year ending in 1998. The Financial 
Statements and tabular information shall be 
provided within 210 days after the end of 
each fiscal year. If the Financial Statements 
are not independently audited, the City shall 
also provide independently audited Financial 
Statements when and if available. The City 
hereby also covenants, with and for the 
benefit of the holders and beneficial owners 
from time to time of the Bonds, to provide 
each NRMSIR, or to the Municipal 
Securities Rulemaking Board ("MSRB"), 
and to the SID (A) prompt notice of a failure 
to provide the Financial Statements, the 
tabular information or any audited Financial 
Statements in a timely manner and (B) 
prompt notice of any of the following events 
with respect to the Bonds, if such event is 
material within the meaning of the Rule: (i) 
principal and interest payment 
delinquencies, (ii) non-payment related 
defaults, (iii) unscheduled draws on debt 
service reserves reflecting financial 
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difficulties, (iv) unscheduled draws on credit 
enhancements Teflecting financial 
difficulties, (v) substitution of credit or 
liquidity providers or their failure to 
perform, (vi) adverse tax opinions or events 
affecting the tax-exempt status of the Bonds, 
(vii) modifications to rights of the holders of 
the Bonds, (viii) unscheduled Bond calls, 
(ix) defeasances, (x) release, substitution or 
sale or property securing payment of the 
Bonds and (xi) rating changes. 


(b) The City's covenants in the 
immediately preceding paragraph shall 
terminate upon legal defeasance, or other 
arrangement whereby the City is released 
from any further obligations with respect to 
the Bonds, prior redemption or payment in 
full of all of the Bonds. If such termination 
occurs prior to the final maturity of the 
Bonds, the City shall give prompt notice of 
such termination to each NRMSIR, or the 
MSRB, and to the SID. 


(c) The proper officer or officers 
of the City are hereby authorized in the 
name and on behalf of the City to amend or 
terminate, in whole or in part, any of the 
foregoing covenants in this Section, without 
the consent of the holders or beneficial 
owners of the Bonds, provided that (A) the 
amendment requires the City to provide 
more information than was required by this 
Section prior to the amendment, without 
diminishing in any way the obligations of 
the City to provide information hereunder as 
required by this Section prior to the 
amendment, or (B) the foliowing conditions 
are satisfied; (i) the amendment or 
termination is in connection with a change 
in circumstances that arises from a change in 
or clarification of legal requirements, change 
of law, or change in the identity, nature or 
status of an obligated person (within the 
meaning of the Rule) with respect to the 
Bonds, or the type of business conducted; 
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(ii) such covenants, as amended, would, in 
the opinion of independent nationally 
recognized bond counsel, have complied 
with the requirements of the Rule at the time 
of the original issuance of the Bonds, after 
taking into account any amendments or 
interpretations of the Rule, as well as any 
change in circumstances; and (iii) the 
amendment or termination either (a) is 
approved by the holders of the Bonds in the 
same manner as provided in the Debt Act for 
modifications of this Resolution with the 
consent of such holders or (b) does not, in 
the opinion of independent nationally 
recognized bond counsel, materially impair 
the interests of the holders or beneficial 
owners of the Bonds. The City shall give 
prompt notice of any such amendment or 
termination to each NRMSIR, to the MSRB 
and to the SID. In addition, the City shall 
describe such amendment in the next 
submission of Financial Statements and 
shall include, as applicable, a narrative 
explanation of the reason for the amendment 
and its impact on the type (or in the case of a 
change of accounting principles, on the 
presentation) of financial information or 
operating data being provided by the City. 
If the amendment relates to the accounting 
principles to be followed in preparing the 
Financial Statements, (A) the City shall give 
prompt notice of such change to each 
NRMSIR, or the MSRB, and to the SID and 
(B) the Financial Statements for the year in 
which the change is made shall present a 
comparison (in narrative form and also, if 
feasible, in quantitive form) between the 
Financial Statements as prepared on the 
basis of the new accounting principles and 
the Financial Statements prepared on the 
basis of the former accounting principles. 


(d) The sole remedy for a breach 
by the City of any of the covenants in this 
Section shall be an action to compel 
performance of such covenant. Under no 
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circumstances may monetary damages be 
assessed or recovered or payment of the 
Bonds be accelerated, nor shall any such 
breach constitute a default under the Bonds. 
Nothing in this Section is intended as or 
shall be deemed a "provision of the Bonds" 
for the purposes of the Debt Act. 


SECTION 29. Appointment of 
Professionals. The City hereby appoints 
Thorp Reed & Armstrong as Bond Counsel, 
Deopken Keevican & Weiss and R. Darryl 
Ponton and Associates as Co-Disclosure 
Counsel, Ronald A. White, P.C., as Escrow 
Counsel, Grant Street Advisors as Financial 
Advisor to the City, Maher Duessel as 
Verification Agent, Key Capital Markets, 
Inc. as Clearing Agent and Network Printing 
Services as the printer of the Preliminary 
and Final Official Statement, with respect to 
the Bonds. 


SECTION 30. Severability. In the 
event any provision, section, sentence, 
clause or part of this Resolution is 
determined by a court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid and unenforceable, 
such determination shall not affect the 
validity or effect of the remaining provisions 
hereof. 


SECTION 31. Final Enactment. It is 
hereby authorized and directed pursuant to 
the Act that this Resolution shall become 
valid and effective on the fifth day after the 
Notice of Final Enactment has been 
published in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the City, said Notice of Final 
Enactment to be published no later than 
fifteen (15) days after the adoption of the 
Resolution.

Pa.C.S.A. §8902 is to increase the authority 
that governmental bodies have in addressing 
summary offenses, which imperil the 
personal security of any person or endanger 
public or private property; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
has become increasingly aware of a growing 
concem regarding incidents involving 
individuals, who are manifestly under the 
influence of alcohol, that imperil personal 
security or endanger public or private 
property; and 


WHEREAS, currently, the 
Pittsburgh Bureau of Police has the authority 
to issue a summary offense citation, 
pursuant to 18 Pa.C.S.A. §5505, when an 
individual, who appears in any public place,
